A COMMON QUESTION I’ve been, asked 
over the past six months is, “How would 
you compare the new _ high-tech 
RollerGames with the roller derby games of 
yesteryear?” 

“It’s really pretty much the same game,” 
runs my standard answer, “‘but it’s also 
much, much more!” 

In contrast to yesteryear’s banked oval, 
the RollerGames figure-eight concourse al- 
lows today’s skaters a greater opportunity to 
display their skating ability. The main course 
(or bottom part of the figure-eight) calls for a 
team’s defensive skaters—the power 
guard—to try to prevent the helmeted scor- 
ers—the jetters—from passing opposing 


players for points. In this respect, it’s very 


similar to the old days. 

The significant modification RolierGames 
has made in the game is the jet way (the 
top part of the figure-eight). Its two perilous 
hazards, the 14-foot high 80-degree-inclined 
wall of death and its three-foot-high jet jump, 
challenge the finesse capabilities of today’s 
skater as he or she attempts to successfully 
navigate for bonus points.

ers of past years. That bygone era pro- 
duced many, many sensational athletes. But 
the added dimension of the jet way on to- 
day’s high-speed, banked concourse is 
much more demanding. Today’s skater 
must be a complete skater in every respect. 

Modifications have also been made in 
terms.of team uniforms. They are not only 
more colorful and stylish (in keeping with all 
sports uniforms of today), but they are also 
much safer. Great care has been taken in 
designing the padding so that there is less 
likelinood of injuries. With the dangers of 
today’s RollerGames jet way, these changes 
are that much more important. 

There are other areas of change also: the 
scoring, the rules, and the administration of 
the league, for example. The scoring and 
the rules are explained in full elsewhere in 
this_issue, and as for the third area of 
change, | am honored to have had the title 
of commissioner bestowed upon me. | must 
be honest, though, and say that the task of 
being commissioner has not always been 
an easy one—particularly when you consid- 
er having to constantly deal with the likes of 
Ms. Georgia Hase of Bad Attitude, Skull of 


the Violators, and Guru Drew of the Mani- 
acs. | swear that the patience of the Good 
Man upstairs would be tried to the limit in 
having to deal with these three! 

When complaints “and disputes are 
brought to my office, | do not deal with them 
in a dictatorial way. It is my belief that the 
teams should, in the democratic way of this 
country, govern themselves. Each of the six 
teams, therefore, has the right to vote on all 
league matters comihg before the 
commission. 

lf the results of the voting end in a tie, 
then four deputy commissioners (represent- 
ing the Northeast, the Southeast; the North- 
west, and the Southwest) are called upon to 
break the deadlock. If the voting again ends 
in a tie, it is my duty to cast the final vote 
and break the deadlock. 

Voting on issues, however, is not my pri- 
mary function. Investigating and making rec- 
ommendations on pending legislation is my 
primary function. Take, for example, the wa- 
ter hazard on the main course known as the 
alligator pit. In the event of a sudden-death 
playoff Situation, live alligators are brought 
into the pit during a one-on-one GatorSkater 
race. 

Despite my warnings that the whole alli- 
gator scene was tasteless and inhumane, 
team managers Hase, Skull, and Drew 
somehow got amiable Juan Valdez-Lopez to 
vote with them and the alligator legislation 
was passed by a team vote of 4 to 2. 

You see, then, that my recommendations 
and the adopted legislation sometimes have 
little to do with each other! Still, | feel 
obliged to put everyone—particularly Hase, 
Skull, and Drew—on notice: If you abuse 
the present democratic process of governing 
RollerGames, or if you harbor any ideas of 
launching a hostile takeover of the league 
for your own personal gain—beware! 

In future installments of this column, | will 
be discussing various topics and issues that 
affect the fans, the athletes, the managers, 
and RollerGames itself. 

Meanwhile, sit back and enjoy the 1989. 
90 season. It promises to be the most excit- 
ing one yet!

HEN MOST PEOPLE think of the by- 

gone days of the old roller derby, the 
first team that immediately springs to mind is 
the Los Angeles T-Birds. This is the organiza- 
tion that once captured 19 championships in 
29 years, a yardstick of dominance topped 
only by the New York Yankees and the Bos- 
ton Celtics in the annals of professional 
sports. 

The T-Birds offered everything a fan of the 

banked track could hope for. Speed. Agility. 
Talent. And, perhaps most importantly, a 


never-ending commitment to their fans. They 


truly were America’s team. 

Today, however, it’s a whole new game— 
RollerGames—which also means it’s an en- 
tirely new day. The T-Bird legend carries on 
through the current squad, an intriguing mix- 







ture of young and veteran talent. But while 
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their image of winning through fair play con- 
tinues unabated, the league around them 
has changed drastically. 

The game is flashier, faster, and full of 
added hazards such as the wall of death, jet 
jump, and alligator alley. Their opponents are 
faster, larger, and much more vicious than 
any they've ever faced before—and every 
team has clearly targeted the T-Birds for 
devastation. 

“T've been skating for 30 years, but I’ve 
never seen anything like this,”’ said Ralphie 
Valladares, who holds more skating records — 
than any other competitor. ‘Every time we go 
out on the track, it seems like something terri- 
ble happens. | don’t know how much longer 
we'll be able to handle thesfakinds of circum- 
stances. It’s very depressing”

Almost from the moment the ’89-’90 cam- 
paign began, trouble flared up. In the first 
week of the season, the T-Birds lost to the Vi- 
olators in the final round of the World Pre- 
miere Championship. They had managed to 
tie the surprisingly talented—and ruthless— 
Violator team in regulation time, but lost a 
heartbreaking decision when Violator manag- 
er Chuck Skull illegally interfered with the T- 
Birds’ GatorSkater in overtime. 

But that was just the beginning of T-Bird 
woes. Ms. Georgia Hase, manager of Bad At- 
titude, threw the team two major losses the 
following week. Valladares is due to be in- 
ducted into the RollerGames Hall of Fame 
later in the season, but the devious Hase 
found a loophole in the rules that required 
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only inactive skaters to be so honored. The 
league commission eventually agreed with 
Hase, and ordered that Valladares be sus- 
pended from skating immediately. 

But that wasn’t all the chicanery Hase had 
in store. In the spring, the T-Birds drafted the 
beautiful and talented Van Galder twins, Kris- 
tine and Jennifer, as a vital part of their wom- 
en’s squad. Hase, however, discovered that 
the T-Birds had drafted both twins as one en- 
tity and not as two separate people, another 
violation of league rules. The Violators and 
Maniacs, on the other hand, had originally 
drafted the Van Galders as individuals. The 
pair was forced to separate and report to 
those teams. 

“This isn’t why | got into RollerGames,”’ 
said a troubled Jennifer from the Violators’ 
bench, struggling to hold back her tears. ‘‘l 
always dreamed of being a member of the T- 
Birds since | was a kid. But now I’ve got to

The most hatred toward the T-Birds, how- 
ever, comes from Hase, their most persistent 
nemesis. She’s despised the club ever since 
she was denied a roster spot with the team 
during her skating days in the ’60s. 

‘| just can’t stand those goody-two-shoes 
hypocrites,”’ said a fuming Hase. “Look at all 
the rules they’ve broken already this year! I’m 
going to crush the T-Birds if it’s the last thing | 
do! | don’t care if | do it on the track or in the 
courtroom. All that matters is that | get the job 
done!” 

Fortunately for the T-Birds, not all the news 
of the early season has been bleak. Their 
highly touted rookie, Matt “Stars & Stripes” 
Bickham, has been awesome, scoring 42 
points against Hot Flash the first week of the 
season. Robert “Ice Box’ Smith has used his

“deep freeze” play to confuse his opponents 
and score a host of points. And the women’s 
squad, featuring “Skinny-Mini”’ Miller and 
‘Electric’ Randi Whitman, has performed ad- 
mirably despite the loss of the Van Galder 
twins. . 

But without Valladares and the twins—and 
with the rest of the league breathing down 
their necks—the T-Birds’ era of glorious dom- 
inance may truly have come to an abrupt halt. 
Their owner and general manager, Bill Grif- 
fiths Jr., doesn’t agree with the doomsayers, 
however.

How many 
extra points can be scored by 
overcoming:the game’s new 
series of death-defying 
obstacles? : 

All of these questions— 
and much more—are fully 
covered in these official 
rules. Some new terms may 
be unfamiliar to you: these 
are highlighted in bold type, 
and are explained in the 
glossary On page 21 for easy 
reference. Get to know them, 
and you'll be ready to join in 
the action:of the world’s 
hottest new sport! 
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GENERAL RULES 

Matches are played between two teams on a banked, 
figure-eight track called the concourse. Each team is 
made up of a men’s squad and a women’s squad. Each 
squad is made up of six players. However, only four play- 
ers from each squad may compete on the concourse at 
the same time; the others may be used for substitution 
purposes. 

Each match is divided into four six-minute periods. There 
is a 10-minute intermission between the second and third 
periods. In the event more than one match is scheduled, the intermission occurs between 
matches. 

Game periods are skated in the following order: In the first half, the men’s squads skate first, 
followed by the women’s squads; in the second half, the women begin play, followed by the 
men. 

Each period consists of a series of 45-second scoring cycles. It is only during these cycles 
that a team may score points. A cycle begins after the referee determines that both squads are 
properly aligned in the starting zone. The start of a cycle is signaled when the starting siren is 
sounded and the official 45-second clock begins. The official time is kept by the official 
scorekeeper/statistician. If, at the completion of a six-minute period, a 45-second scoring cycle 
is in progress, the scoring cycle shall continue until its completion. 

The concourse is divided into two courses. The bottom part of the figure-eight is called the 
main course and the top part is called the jet way. The starting zone is located on the main 
course. 

Points scored by the men’s and women’s squads are cumulative. A team’s final score is the 


total points scored ey bain the male and female squads. The team with the most ibis 


points at the end of 
the four periods is 
declared the winner 
of the match. 
Each squad has 
one offensive play- 
er and three defen- 
Sive players. The 
offensive skater is 
the jetter, who is 
the only squad 
member to wear a 
helmet. The defen- 
sive’ players are 
power guards and 
do not wear hel- 
mets. When all six 
power guards are ~ 
skating close  to- 
gether, they com- 
prise the jet pack.

stop them. A jetter scores by successfully passing Opposing skaters on the main coutse for 
offensive points, or by successfully navigating the hazards of the jet way for bonus points. Only 
jetters are allowed on the jet way. 

The power guards try to prevent the opposition’s jetier from passing them, and also try to 
help their own jetter to pass the other squad’s power guards. 


THE SCORING CYCLE 


~ The scoring cycle begins when the power guards of both teams form a jet pack in front of 
the two jetters in the starting zone. The jetters must start from the rear of the jet pack and 
attempt to break through the wall of blockers in front of them. Once they reach the front of the 
jet pack, they are on their own. At that point, jetters have two scoring options: 

Play it safe. They can continue around the main course and attempt to pass opposing 
players with the assistance of their power guards. For this “safer” method, a jetter earns one 
point for each opposing player passed during the 45-second scoring cycle. 

Try for extra points. Jetters can gamble for extra points by leaving the main course to 
challenge the hazards of the jet way—the awesome wall of death and the perilous jet jump. 

The wall of death is 40 feet long and 14 feet high, with an 80-degree bank. The concept is 
simple: The higher up the wall a jetter skates, the higher the bonus points earned. Jetters 
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making the silver tier (skating above the first red 
line for three steps) are awarded two bonus points; 
making the gold tier (skating above the top red line 
for three steps) earns jetters the maximum of six 
bonus points. 

The jet jump is located at the end of the 
jet way. It is 12 feet long and three feet 
high. This obstacle has the same effect as 
a ski jump, catapulting the jetter back to 
the main course. If the jetter can make 
this leap without crashing or falling in the 
first zone (between the jump and the red 
line on the track), he or she receives two 
bonus points; if the jetter lands beyond the 
red line, he or she receives six bonus 
points. 

If the jetter does not score on any op- 
posing players, he or she will still retain all 
the bonus points earned for successfully 
challenging the risks of the jet way. 


Penalties will be called at the discretion 
of the referees for any of the following 
reasons: tripping, illegal use of hands, 
kicking, unnecessary roughness, fighting, 
insubordination, Stalling, unsportsmanlike 
conduct, plus similar offenses a referee 
deems suitable for punishment. The penal- 
ized player will spend one 45-second cycle 
in the penalty pod. One pod for each 
team is located on the main course. 

A player may be expelled for the bal- 
ance of the period for more serious, ag- 
gravated offenses of the nature outlined 
above. A player may be expelled for the 
remainder of the match for deliberate or 
unnecessary contact with the referee, un- 
sportsmanlike conduct, or gross 
insubordination. 

Referees may levy fines against individ- ‘ 
uals or teams for rule infractions that do 
not warrant a major penalty. Also, a jetter 
will receive a free run at the wall of death 
as a result of a flagrant foul on that jetter 
when he or she is attempting to score. 
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The jet jump is 12 feet long and three feet high. If a jetter is able to clear this 
obstacle without falling, he or she earns two points; if the jetter lands beyond 
the red line on the track without falling, six points are awarded. 
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The wall of death (above) can earn a fetter three or 
six bonus points, depending on how far up the wall 
the jetter is able to skate. The penalty pod (left) is

A minimum of two referees shall be present at all 
matches. One referee is assigned for the jet way 
and the other for the main course. 

Players may rotate their skating positions on the 
tear throughout the match and from cycle to cycle 
but must maintain their position (jetter or power 
guard) in each cycle once that cycle has started. 

When substitutes replace another player prior to 
the beginning of a cycle, they must first report to the 
official scorekeeper and official trackside announcer. 
However, this is not necessary in the event that the 
substitute is replacing an injured player during the 
cycle. 

lf a jetter loses his or her helmet accidentally, he 
or she is still eligible to score. However, if the jetter’s 
helmet is deliberately discarded, no points may be 
scored. 
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A scoring cycle may be ended prior to its normal 
45-second duration as long as the jetters are on the 
main course when any of the following occurs: 

@ The leading jetter falls of is knocked off his or 
her feet for more than three seconds. 

@ The leading jetter skates into the infield. 

| @the leading jetter places both hands on top of 
his or her helmet in a desire to terminate the cycle. 

A scoring cycle may not be terminated premature- 
ly while there is a jetter on the main course, except 
at the referee's discretion as required in the event of 
serious injury, equipment repair, track or spectator 
conditions, or any other reason which, in his juda- 
ment, may affect the safety of players, spectators, or 
the proper conduct of the game. a

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THE CYCLE WAS over, but 
the carnage was just about to 
begin. Harold Jackson had 
just gained a dozen quick 
points for the Violators on the 
jet way, and he was still 
hungry—not for more tallies, 
but for torture.

Skull, busy arguing with the 
referee, Jackson realized he 
had ample opportunity for 
some extracurricular fun. 
Spotting a rookie skater from 
the opposing team across the 
track, Jackson raced over to 
the youngster and, without 
warning, delivered a vicious 
elbow to the pit of his 
stomach. 
As his foe doubled over in 
pain, Jackson took off his hard plastic jetting helmet 
and belted the skater in the back of the head. Jackson 
then delivered a couple of swift kicks to his fallen op- 
ponent’s rib cage. The helpless rookie had to be 

rushed to the infield for medical attention. 

“Serves the punk right for getting in my way,” 
growled Jackson. “Anybody who tries to keep me 
from scoring my points is gonna get hurt, and hurt 
bad. So the kid got shook up a little? Good! That 
means there’ll be one less player in the jet pack for 
me to stomp on.’ 

They don’t call Jackson “Mr. Mean’’ for nothing. 

This brawny 5'10”, 180-pounder is a 19-year veteran 
of the banked track, and with each passing season he 
gets more sadistic and brutal. Ask any RollerGames 
skater who the most feared man in RollerGames is, 
and Jackson’s name is mentioned almost every time. 
‘Ain't he beautiful?’ enthused Skull, the devious 
leader of the mean-spirited Violators. ‘‘He’s the guy 
who really epitomizes my team’s image as the rough- 
est bunch of barbarians on the track. Sure, he’s a Su- 
premely talented skater and racks up the points like a 
demon, but it’s that nasty streak that gets me so excit- 
ed. | mean, this guy hates everybody—his opponents, 
the fans, and maybe even his own teammates. You 
just gotta love a guy like that!” 

Skull may be enamored with Jackson’s foul tactics, 
but opposing managers and league officials have 
been up in arms over the raw brutality Jackson has 
displayed since the new season began. 
‘| just don’t understand why Jackson wasn’t sus- 
pended from this sport years ago,” griped Bill Griffiths 
Jr., manager of the T-Birds, still smarting from his 
team’s loss to the Violators in the season-opening 
World Premiere Championship. “The guy is a brilliant 
skater and an innovative point-scorer—he’s a whiz at 
the wall of death—but | just can’t understand why he 
has to be so rough. Every time my team gets on the 
track with Skull’s bunch, it seems like Jackson goes 
out of his way to injure my skaters. | don’t even fee!

‘‘He may think he’s the best, but he’s got a lot of 
competition,” insists Robert ‘Ice Box” Smith of the T- 
Birds, a longtime Jackson nemesis. “He gets frustrat- 
ed when he gets outplayed, and that’s why he’s been 
out to hurt everybody. He’s getting on in years, and 
there’s a lot of good young talent coming into this 
league, like my man Matt, Billy Marshail of Hot Flash, 
Brian Jacobson of the Rockers, and:a whole bunch of 
others.

“The guy’s got a lot of nerve trying to 
muscle in on my territory. |! owe Smith a few bruises 
for burning the Violators for big points during the 
World Premiere Championship. Bernie’s just trying to 
gain a reputation at my expense. Weil, | can’t wait for 
the next time we meet those Attitudes. I'l! g/adly bust 
his melon head the same way I’ve been doin’ to ev- 
erybody else.” 

Few men in any sport are So callous as to threaten 
their own brothers, but Harold Jackson is a clear ex- 
ception. It’s that pronounced streak of sadism that 
made him an obvious first-choice for the Violator 
men’s squad when Skull drafted his team during the 
spring. And it is Jackson that the bald-pated: manager 
insists will lead his rugged bane of skaters to league 
dominance.

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HEY CALL HER “‘Terrific’’ Tammy Hanson, and from one glance it’s not 
hard to see why. She’s beautiful enough to be a successful mode! and 
actress. She's talented enough to be one of the country’s most promising 
recording artists. And she’s athletic enough to be one of the top rookie 
stars of RollerGames, the country’s hottest new sports sensation. 

For Tammy, her career in show business has come naturally. Her mother, Beverly Harris, 
was a member of The Platters, one of the most successful pop groups of the ‘50s and ’60s. 
Tammy caught the musical bug early, and was singing professionally by the age of 10. Dur- 
ing 1988, she was a member of Playboy's Girls of Rock ’n’ Roll, a colorful musical review 
that brought rave reviews from critics across the country. 

At the same time, Tammy’s modeling career was blossoming. She found herself in de- 
mand for posters, bathing suit catalogs, and beauty magazine covers. But working out just 
to keep her 5’6”, 110-pound body in perfect modeling form wasn’t enough for her. She 
longed to return to athletics (she had been a top-flight track and field star while in high 
school). She needed something that would allow her to be physical and competitive, while at 
the same time affording her the chance to continue with her singing and modeling careers. 

Opportunity knocked when she caught the eye of Juan Valdez-Lopez during a 
RollerGames tryout last May. The flamboyant Hot Flash manager wanted to sign her to a 
skating contract on the spot, but Tammy was hesitant. She worried that devoting so much 
time to the team would take away from her singing career, as she had already received sev- 
eral tempting offers from major recording companies. 

Valdez-Lopez came up with a quick solution. If she signed with his team, the millionaire 
owner would recommend her for an audition for the RollerGames soundtrack album. After 
one performance, the producers realized they had a major star on their hands. Tammy was 
offered two solo selections on the album—“‘Hit And Run,’’ Hot Flash’s theme song, and 
“Bad Attitude,’ the official anthem of that team. 

With her singing and skating careers on the rise, one would think that Tammy would be 
happier than ever, but there’s a.nagging thorn in her side. Ms. Georgia Hase, the unscrupu- 
lous manager of Bad Attitude, was outraged that an opposing team’s player was selected to 
sing her team’s theme song; she would like to ground Tammy’s singing career immediately. 
Tammy and Valdez-Lopez have vowed never to let that happen. 

RollerGames Magazine Senior Writer Bob Smith was in Los Angeles to speak with 
Tammy as she worked with musicians on laying down tracks for the RollerGames 
soundtrack.

Most people associated with RollerGames are extremely excited about 
Tammy Hanson’s ascent into singing stardom, which is likely to gain even 
more ground with the release of the official RollerGames soundtrack album 
and video. But many of the league’s purists, such as manager Georgia 
Hase of Bad Attitude, think that Hanson is making a mockery of the game. 

“There is absolutely no place for singing bimbos in the sport | love,” 
complained Hase after Hanson sang the “Hot Flash” theme during halftime 
of a Rockers-Violators game. ‘‘If | wanted to hear a voice like hers, I'd just 
run outside-and listen to the cats howling at the moon. Let her go back to 
Playboy or something.
